Calm Consideration of Effects 
of Aberhart Banking Campaign 
On Alberta Peeple 


By W. M. DAVIDSON 


My purpose in this letter is to 
consider calmly, reasonably and 
without any of the hysterics 
prevailing in some parts of 
the province, the actual effect 
on the people themselves, of 
the Aberhart campaign against 
the branch banks. 

The Premier warns that though 
the unconstitutional legisla- 
tion was disallowed, the crusade 
has not been abandoned. No one 
gives ‘any details of the next 
move, possibly because no resi- 
dent .Albertan knows as yet what 
is coming next. To anyone who 
has followed the Douglas meth- 
ods and the Douglas publications, 
the next step is obvious, In a 
recent statement, he said ; 

“The Province has power to 
make it impossible for any 
bank to operate within its bor- 
ders, to prevent it fromeenfore- 
ing its claim for debt, to make 
the busine’s of money-lending 
illegal and impossible, to pub- 


licize banking practice and in 
many ways to inflict severe 
penalties upon financial inter- 
ests.” 

There can be no mistake in the 
meaning of such strategy. The 
object of Major Douglas is 
either to drive the banks out of 
the province, or to use all the 
powers which Alberta possesses 
to handicap, hamper, to “inflict 
severe penalties” on banking in- 
stitutions. 

Can Albertans Benefit? 

The obvious enquiry for Alber- 
tans then is, how and in what 
way any resident of Alberta may 
be benefitted by a policy aimed 
at the destruction or crippling of 
banking institutions. 

In a previous. letter I demon- 
strated that, Alberta could not 
pay basic dividends as promised 
by Mr. Aberhart even with the 
assistance of every banking offi- 
cial in Alberta and every banker 
as ardent for Social Credit as the 
Premier himself. 

No one has ever ventured an 
explanation of how this “inflict- 
ing of severe penalties” would 


expedite basic dividends, and for 


| this paper 


the reason that there is no ex- 
planation. 

This destructive policy under 
way, then, is either one of re- 
venge, which seems incredible, or 
is the beginning of a build-up to 
dazzle a gullible public into be- 
lieving that the members of the 
government are gallant cham- 
pions of impoverished people in 
a heroic struggle against hard- 
hearted money interests. 

I do not plan to probe the 
mysterious motives of Alberta 
government leaders, but I would 
like to know how anyone in the 
province could be benefitted to 
the extent of a five-cent piece by 
the overthrow or the crippling 
of the branch banks in the prov- 
ince. I am convinced that every 
resident in Alberta would pay a 
high price for such folly.

Strong Resolution 

The resolution covering the 
radio broadcasts declared the 
association of religious services 
with political propaganda was 
“definitely offensive to a very 
large proportion of the people 
and that the language and senti- 
ments expressed were intempo- 
rate, untruthful and contentious, 
and closely bordering on sedition, 
all designed to arouse the preju- 
dices and passions of the people 

‘one another.” 

Launching attacks on the pro- 
vincial government's _ activities 
and policies, with particular em- 
phasis on its failure to achieve 
any headway in the “Social 
Credit” plan ‘and declaring that 
the trusting citizens who placed 
faith in the Rremier had been 
cruelly deceived, the five speak- 
ers of the evening, Mayor Andy 
Davison of Calgary; W. H. Dav- 
ies of Didsbury, suggested as one 
of a commission of four to’ op- 
erate the province,on a sound 
business ‘basis; D. M. Duggan, 
provincial Conservative leader; 
E. L. Gray, provincial Liberal 
leader, and Lon A. Cavanagh, 
president of the Calgary Board 
of Trade, were giving rousing 
ovations when they took their 
places on the platform. 

Effect of Aberhart Policy 

Mr. Gray spoke of the benefits 
Saskatchewan farmers had _re- 
ceived in debt adjustment, and 
of the generally detrimental effect 


ce advanta te i 
which-eould ‘be obtained from the 
Federal government for such pro- 
jects as water control. He re- 
ferred to a recent remark of N., 
B, James, M.L,A., for Acadia, that 
the present situation was “war.” 

“There are only two ways of 
winning a war,’ said Mr. Gray. 
“One is to divide the enemy; the 
other to unite the allies.” 

Speaking of. secession, Mr. 
Duggan said: “Secession would 
be suicidal for Alberta.

In our first broadcast we told 


. you that proper, safe and orderly

figures in a book and that 


banking is based, above all things, 
upon safeguarding the depositor’s 
funds. We now proceed to deal 
with the “fountain pen” theory. In 
my travels | have encountered two 
great misunderstandings: 

1, That the Chartered Banks 
create money by a stroke of a 
fountain pen — that we just write 
hat that is the 
way our deposits come into existence. 

2. That we then loan these de- 
posits ten times over, thereby mak- 
ing vast profits out of nothing. 

Now wouldn’t this be a great per- 
petual-motion machine if it were only 
true, 1 mentioned that in ten years 
we had paid out over Four Hundred 
and Sixteen Million Dollars in inter- 
est to attract deposits. If we could 
create deposits by using only a foun- 
tain pen we need not have poured out 
such great sums at all. 

You have all heard about bank 
failures in various parts of the world 
and of the losses. that were suffered 
by depositors. If it were true that 
banks could create money, simply by 
writing figures in a book, all that 
would be needed to avoid any bank 
failure would be a fountain pen. 

And if banks could make such fa- 
bulous profits on money produced by 
magic from an ink bottle they would 
be paying sky-high dividends, every- 
body would be selling everything 
they could lay their hands upon to 
buy bank shares and there would be 
a Land Office rush at Ottawa for 
bank charters. We shall deal with 
the question of bank earnings 
and profits in a later broadcast but, 
you will notice in the meantime, that 
nobody is scrambling to sell all that 
they own to buy bank shares and 
there is no Land Office rush on at 
Ottawa for bank charters. Not that 
there is any difficulty about getting 
a bank charter when responsible 
people apply for one. 

Now would you not think that if 
the banks could perform all of the 
miracles that they are said to per- 
form, some of those who criticize the 
vanking system would secure char- 
ters and perform these miracles 
themselves ? 

Much of the misapprehension 
about how deposits arise is based on 
a fragment taken out of a statement 
made in 1925 by the Right Honour- 
able Reginald McKenna, - Chairman 
of the Midland Bank in England. 
That fragment is: “Every loan 
creates a deposit.” From this state- 
ment, standing by itself, many wrong 
conclusions have been drawn. Mr. 
McKenna is now here in Canada, He 
was asked in Banff the other day to 
comment on his much quoted state- 
ment. He replied that it was true 
that a loan creates a deposit but that 
such a deposit would not be an asset 
on the bank’s books but a liability— 
a debt which the bank must be pre- 
pared to meet on demand just as fast 
as cheques were written against it. 


$e 


He also pointed out that every deposit 
is a liability of the bank — money the 
bank owes to the depositor and must 
be ready to pay on the instant. 

You will remember the farmer, 
‘William Jones, who figured in our 
first bror cast. Besides being a hard 
worker and an honest man, he owns 
his farm and the outfit to work it, 
and this year he has a crop. How- 
ever, he is still short of ready cash. 
We will use him to show you just 
what happens in this matter of loans 
and deposits. The farmers in North- 
ern Alberta this fall arte having to 
use power units with their binders. 


William Jones finds that he needs — 


one of these units. It iswoing to cost 
him, say, $100, This time. he goes to 
the bank and asks the manager of 
the bank to lend him the,money. He 
gives the Bank Manager his note and 
his account is credited with. $100 ;— 
here is one of those deposits that has 
arisen from a loan. | 

Now let us show what happens to 
that deposit. Mr. Jones obtained his 
loan for a purpose. 
carry out that purpose. He gives a 
cheque to the implement man — the 
implement man presents it at the 
bank and is paid, we will say, in bills 
—so the deposit which arose from 
the loan has completely disappeared. 
A Bank Manager would indeed have 
to be a magician to be able to lend 
that deposit ten times over. : 

Now some listening critic may 
say: “But suppose the implement 
man does not cash the cheque. Sup- 
pose he deposits it in his own account 
—in that case has not the loan creat- 
ed the deposit?” ‘The atswer is that 
insofar as his deposit is concerned, it 
came from the marketing of his 
goods — a deposit based on some- 
thing that is produced, some tangible 
thing transferred to the purchaser 
and paid for by him. 

This deposit is in the same class as 
that of a man who saves and deposits 
a part of his wages. It represents 
the result of the sale of goods and 
the wages of labour. These deposi- 
tors leave their money in the bank 
because they are satisfied to accept 
the bank’s promise to pay instead of 
demanding cash. It is the accumula- 
tion of these funds that furnishes 
the basis of bank credit — the basis 
upon which banks can make loans. 
But it is impossible for a bank to lend 
more than the total of its deposits 
and its paid-up capital. . 

In the case of William Jones’ loan 
and deposit, by no means under the 
sun can it be said truthfully that the 
deposit came from a fountain pen. It 
rested, absolutely, upon William 
Jones’ assets, the Bank Manager’s 
knowledge of William Jones’ integri- 
ty and the reasonable certainty of 
repayment out of the proceeds of his 
crop. You have all heard that a loan 
gives.rise to a deposit but have you 
ever thought about what it is that 
gives rise to a loanf Realizable 
wealth, character, and the likelihood 
of repayment by the man who wanted 
to rent the money from the bank, to 
make a profit for himself. 

Let me present another case where 
a@ loan does not result in a d it. 
Let us suppose the implement dealer 


He proceeds to ' 


himself was a borrower at the bank 
and when William Jones gave him 
the $100 which he had borrowed, the 
dealer reduced his own indebtedness 
by that amount. What has happen- 
ed? The total of loans at the bank 
has not changed — neither has the 
total of deposits in spite of the fact 
that the bank has made a new loan 
to William Jones. What does all of 
this illustrate? Nothing less than 
that the bank has fulfilled one of the 
prime purposes for which banks ex- 
ist, namely :—It has facilitated the 
exchange of ds and services; it 
has aided in distribution and it is do- 
ing the things. that keep business 
going. 

There is one more point I should 
like to mention and 1 am sure it is 
one which has occurred already to 
many of our listeners.. Let us sup- 
pose that Mr. Jones, through bad 
luck, was unable to repay the $100. 
What then? The bank which enabled 
him to pay his bill to the Implement 
Company, cannot recover the loan; 
in other words, it is a bad debt. Too 
many bad debts would jeopardize the 
safety of the depositors’ funds. It 
would take the gross rent on more 
than sixteen loans of $100 each, at 
six per cent, for one year, to make 
up for that one loss. 


Now our listening. critic may say: 


“Oh, but in any case you have not 
enough cash to meet more than per- 
haps one-tenth of the. deposits you 
hold — so, if everybody called for 
their deposits all at once, you 
wouldn’t have money enough to pay. 
them. How do you answer that?” 


Our answer is that if you will ex- 
amine the sworn returns made by the 
banks to the Dominion Government, 
you will find that in addition to the 
approximately ten per cent of cash 
always on hand, there are huge sums 
in other assets — which the bank 
owns — of such a nature that they 


‘can be converted into cash. 


And we answer further, that the 
whole population is not going to close 
out its savings accounts all at once. 


We answer, too, that banks, by ex- 
perience, have found how much cash 
is likely to be called for from day to. 
day. If you have a deposit in a bank, 
I'll wager that there is many a day — 
or even many a week — when you do 
not call for any part of it. You do 
not put money into a savings account 
if you have immediate need of it. 
You put it there because you do not 
want to spend it. Banks know from 
practice how much they need to keep 
in cash to meet the average daily 
withdrawals. The_rest is set to work 
—_some of it as we have said, im- 
mediately realizable and the rest in 
short-term loans or in types of in- 
vestment which ensure the greatest 
safety for the depositors’ funds. 


We answer further, that money is 
not wealth—it is only a means where- 
by wealth in goods and services is 
transferred. Your title deed to your 
house is not a house; your patent to 
your farm is not a farm — nor is a 
dollar bill, goods — it is only a title 
deed to real goods. 

One five-dollar bill is not extin- 
guished the moment one man pays it

_ Out of the fact that banks in prac- 
tice keep about ten per cent of the 
deposits available in cash has been

that we lend our deposits ten times 
over. A bank does not, cannot, 
create credit nor destroy it by a 
stroke of the pen. Credit is the per- 
sonal ion, creation or_attri- 
bute of the borrower. No bank can 
create it for him. The borrower has 
it himself by accumulation of assets 
from his own work; by his own char- 
acter, ability and willingnea&s to 
repay. 

| would hate to try to convince any 
Alberta farmer or working man, 
whose savings came from his own 
production and his own labour, that 
his Savings Account was crea by 
a stroke of the fountain pen. And 
I'd hate to try to convince him that 
the bank’s liability to pay it to him 
in money when he wants it, can be 
wiped out by a stroke of the fountain 
pen. 

Canada's Chartered Banks cannot 
and do not perform the miracle of 
making something out of nothing 
with a stroke of the pen. There is no 
black magic, no. mystery about the 
workings of ‘3!

Basic dividends would 
be as remote as ever. Even the 
few debtors temporarily freed 
from their debts would not gain 
in the long run and all business 
would be in collapse. 

And who would lose by such 
an act of folly? Every person 
in Alberta. The banks would 
lose much, both in business and 
possibly in their capital invest- 
ment.

brow, having overcome the early 
hardships of homesteading. 

That $500 was one deposit that 
did not come from a loan. 

When I speak of the maayen pe of 
homesteadi: in this wonderful 
western land I speak with feeling, 
sympathy and understanding for I 
myself, in 1909, took up a homestead 
some seventy miles north from Bas- 
sano and had to make my way to 
that homestead, not very far from 
the Hand Hills District by ox team. 


homestead I went into western 
hewspaper work, serving as a 
reporter in Prince Albert, Sas-. 
katoon, Regina and Winnipeg; 
and also as an Editor in Winnpeg; 
so you see it was on these Western 
Plains that my_ career had its be- 
ginning and so it is that I speak to 
you not only as a bank official to- 
night. I speak to you too as one 
who knows your hardships from the 

ce.of asettler, one who has 
a real, abiding, sympathetic under- 
standing of the people and problems 
of this Province. 


I do not mention these things by 


way of boasting. It is my hope that 
I shall be looked upon as one 
of you. I have found that finan- 
ciers do not fear the open spaces. 
Proper, orderly, safe banking, essen- 
tial to safe-guarding the depositors’ 
funds, is a full-time job; no Bank 
Manager, or bank executive, can do 
full justice to his work and find time 
to stump the country with a view to 
informing the public. So the pre- 
senting of our facts simply, freely, 
plainly and accurately has become 
my work. It is wrong to say that 
banks care nothing about the public’s 


‘goodwill, It is because they do care 


that I am here — as an offi repre- 
senting Canada’s Chartered Banks. 


I have spoken to you about Harry 
Brown and William Jones, the two 
neighbouring farmers, and I have 
told you how credit operated between 
them.
